MR. HAYES AND THE SENATE. 


The events of the past three or four 
days indicate squalls between the im- 
mortal thirty-six and the man at the 
other ead of Pennsylvania avenue 
The senate has adjourned to Monday. 
Before this long and unusual adjourn- 
ment occurred only a few of the many 
nominations before that body were 
acted on, and these were, as a rule, 
either uaimportant or _ significant. 
For instance, the nomination of John 
Mm. Langston as minister-resident to 
Hayti was confirmed. Langston is a 
negro, who has not, we 
pelieve, left for his post. He was ap- 
pointed loag after Governor Nuyes and | 
Mr. Comleyv, the president’s two best 
friends, were on their way, the one tu 
France and the other to Honoluln. 
Why was Langston confirmed, and 
Noyes’ name hung up in the commit- 
tee? Mr. Hilliard’s nomination is also 
in suspense, with perhaps a hundred 
more. The anti-Haves organs say that 
ali the diplomatic nominations are to be 
carefully scrutinized in the committee 
room ; and in the meanwhile they are 
throwing ailthe mud they can. The 
Washington National R»publican of 
the 24th instant devotes, for an exam- 
ple, a column and a helf of its 
editorial space toan attack on Mr. Hill- 
iard’s record as a commissioner of the 
confederacy tothe state of Tennessee. 
His speeches before the legislature of 
that state are given, and sentences in~ 
fended to inflame the sectional tenden- 
cies of the thirty-six are presented with 
all the emphasis that the italic case ad- 
mits of. “It is great clemency,” says 
the Republican, *‘to allow him, to live 
under and enjoy the protection of the 
old ttag and the blessings of a saved 
union.” 

All this stuff is intended not so much 
as a personal attack on Mr. Hilliard as 
a general attack onthe president. The 
thir’y-six and their friends propose to 
tid out without delay who is running 
the governmental machine. The John 
son issue is before the country again. 
The control of the patronage is this 
time however almost the only ground 
of difference. The civil] service order 
stands between the capitol and the 
white house. It is an interesting fight, 
and we hope the democratic senators 
will do all they can to give the presi- 
dent a square ch nce in the struggle. 
The notorious thirty-six can be brought 
to terms if the president remains 
firm. He can break their ranks so 
as to give the thirty~th:ee democratic 
senators an opportunity to help him 
out of the difficulty. The nominations 
must wait until the fight for the mastery 
is decided. 


THE CRAFT OF 1HE UAMERONS. 


It is useless for Mr, Hayes and his 
cabinet to deny the fact that they have 
been completely outwitted by Don 
Cameron of that ilk. The whole affair 
was so skillfully and efiectively man- 
aged as to give rise to the suspicion 
that old man Simon himself mapped 
out and suggested the strategy which 
has been successful enough to embar- 
rass the administration. Mr. Evarts, 
albeit learned in the law, is, we take it, 
not precisely up to snu:f in the ways 
of politicians. He is evidently a con-

THE CUBAN INSURRECTION. 


The capture of Don Tomas Estrada, 
the president of the Cuban republic, 
will, it is feared, be the precursor of 
the collapse of the effort to found an 
independent government on the isiand. 
Don Estrada has been one of the mili 
tary leaders of the struggling patriot 
army since the beginning of the war, 
and has occupied the position of presi- 
dent of the republic for about eight 
months. The Spanish commanders 
have been unusually vigorous of 
late, and it may be that the 
Cuban cause has become hopeless. 
King Alfonso, who is about to marry, 
atthe same time offers the people ol 
the island complete freedom in all but 
name. He offers to all who will sur- 
render the following generous terms: 
A return of all confiscated property ; 
every officer in the Cuban army to be 
given an equal rank in the Spanish 
army ; Cuba to have a fair representa- 
tion 1n the Spanish cortes all losses to 
Cubans from confiscation to be paid up, 
and an autonomic form of government 
for Cuba, such as Canada possesses, 
with ful control over its tinancial af- 
fairs. Between the king’s promises 
and the king’s guns it looks blue for 
the republican forces. Thev have held 
out wonderfully long, and certainly de- 
servea better fate than submission to 
Spanish rule. The heaviest battalions 
are sure to win sooner or later in the 
game of war.

PREMIUM ACRE OF 
CORN, 
Statement of Mr Jas. Y. Carmichael, 
of coweta County. 

The land on which this crop of corn 
was raised, was in cultivation fifty years 
ago, Dut having become very badly 
washed, it was not cultivated any more 
until about twenty-eight years ago. 
uring the war it was again turned out 
as worthless, and so remained until 
some four years since, when I began to 
cultivate it again, and to restore it by 
my system of levee ditching by which 
I have secured a good alluvial soil of 
irom one to three feet in depth over the 
entire bottom. These ditches keep 
themselves c.eaned all the time. 

The land was broken in the latter 
part of February last, with a common 
one horse turning plow, and bedded 
up the latter part of March with the 
same plow. ‘Tbe corn was planted on 
the 7th of May, bv opening the bed 
with small shovel and covering with 
double foot plow About the last of 
May it was run around with bar side 
of plow, and then chopped out with 
Kight or ten days latertwo more 
furrows were run with a one-horse 
turn plow, throwing dirt to the corn. 
List of June | plowed the corn, put- 
ting tive furrows to the row, with same 
kind of plow having a 
scraper behind it. Ten days later 
it was hoed and laid by. 
[ planted four or tive different kinds of 
seed. No fertil zer was applied to the 
land. The sworn statements of Dr. 

Abram Young, Joseph Young and J. 
6. McClure show toe quantity of land 
to have been one acre only,and that 
the corn gathered there‘'rom actually 

measured ninety-two (2) bushels. 

Experiment With One Acre of Corn. 
lyricultural Editor Constitution: The 
yrouod was fair upland, well broke in 
the spring. On the 20_h of June-it was 
sowed broadcest with a compost made 
as follows: 1.000 pounds acid pho - 
phate, 400 pounds salt, 500 pounds up 
stable manure, 20 busbels ashes.

Laid off ip rows ft .ur feet apart and 
strewed in 600 pounds in the drill of 
the best commercial! fertil zer.

Then p'ant- 
ed the corn about 12 inches in the drill, 
cultivated witha harrow and keptclean.

PREMIUM ACHE OF LUCERNE. 


Statement of Miss EF. L. Howard, 
Dillion, Walker County, Ga. 


The lucerne was sowed March 15, 
1874; used as mapbure, the formule-of 
M. George Ville.*-Tthe land was deeply 
plowed, with two horse plow, and sub 
soiled and harrowed. Ibe seed was 
sowed broadcast with the manure and 
brushed in. Two crops were cut the 
first vear. Since then five cuttings have 
been made each year. In 1876 there 
was applied to the land thirty cart loads 
ct ashes. In 1877, after second cutting, 
there was sowed on the field one bushel 
of plaster. ‘There was cu: fom the 
land this year 6,129 ibs hay. Expense 
of cutting, curing and harvesting same 
>6 27; and ten cents per bale for baling 
same, 

I would, however, advise 
Lucerne should be planted in drills, 
eighteen inches apart. I used ten 
pounds of seed at a cos of 35 cents per 
pound, seed procured from A. B. Allen 
& Co., of New York.
